The report of G. R. Hofmeyer, ad- 
ministrator of’ Southwest Africa, on 
the matter of alleged cruelty, by Gov- 
ernment troops in the suppression of 
the recent Hottentot uprising. re- 
ferred to in a Reuter despatch from 
Capetown in. regard to Premier Smuts’ 
denial of cruelty, says the officers 
were impressed with the necessity of 
recognizing the principles of. warfare 
and the dictates of humanity. He 
has no reason to believe that any 
member ofthe force abused his con- 
fidence, he says, according to a Reu- 
ter cable. . 

“On . the’ contrary,” Administrator 
Hofmeyer states, “immediately after 
the surrender all ‘the rebel ‘wounded 
were treated by the medical officer of 
health; our food was shared with the 
prisoners and the women and children |

Milkmaid in Gloucester, England, 
Gave Dr. Jenner Idea 


The “interesting story of how vac- 
| cination was discovered is related 
by. Dr. William J. Cruickshank, pre-

| Society and consulting physician of

“It was a milkmaid who gave Ed- 
ward Jenner the iddp which resulted 
in he prevention of smallpox, a 
scourge which was then devastating 
Europe. No one now living can real- 
ize the calamity, death and human 
disfigurement caused by smallpox be- 
fore the days of vaccination» Jenner 
was practising medicine in Gloucester, 
England, One day; while making a 
professional visit, -a milkmaid,.who 
happened to be present, referring to 
‘T-eannot have 
the disease because I have had the 
natural pock.’ 

“This ‘statement started Jenner 
thinking-and investigating, with the 
result that on May 14, 1796, he vaccin- 
ated a boy named James Phipps with 
cowpox virus taken from the hand of 
one Sarah Nelmes.' In due course 
the boy was inoculated with smallpox, 
but failed to contract ‘the disease. 
Jenner's method of preventing small- 
pox was subsequently adopted, with

Persian Weavers Make Priceless Rugs 
. In Underground Room 

The wonderful, almost priceless, 
rugs of Persia are made with the 
crudest of machines today as they 
were centuries ago. 
. The warp is stretched on a lobe; 
which is merely a frame. The wobdl 
consists of short threads woven and 
knitted by hand without the aid of 
any shuttle. . When a row is finished, 
it is*tightly pressed to the rest of the 
web by means of a comb inserted into 
the warp. é oe 
' As he works, the wéaver does not 
see the pattgrn, for the reason that he. 
sits with the reverse side of the web 
toward him. The looms are general- 
ly kept in an underground . vaulted 
room, often with. water running 
through the centre. The number of 
workers at a loom varies according to 
the size’ of the carpet or rug to be 
made... Sometimes the workers con: 
sist of one man and two children, and 
occasionally: the-owner ‘uses boys and 
girls only for the weaving, one man 
acting as~overseer to, the children,
